• Guns and ammunition stash was “destined for criminal fraternities’ 



A LEIGH man has been 
jailed for 15 years after he 
admitted possessing four 
firearms and 420 rounds 
of ammunition. 

Mark MeGlew, 44, of 
Pall Mall, was arrested 
after a joint operation by 
offieers from the Met 
Poliee’s Trident and Area 
Crime Command and 
Essex Poliee’s Firearms 
Unit. 

MeGlew was senteneed 
at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on Friday after he 
pleaded guilty to posses¬ 
sion of firearms with 
intent to endanger life. 


possession of three pro¬ 
hibited firearms, posses¬ 
sion of ammunition and 
possession with intent to 
supply amphetamine. 

He was stopped near to 
his home address on 
November 8, and a subse¬ 
quent seareh there reeov- 
ered the firearms and 
ammunition as well as 28 
kilograms of ampheta¬ 
mine. 

Deteetive Inspeetor 
Steve Meeehan, of the 
Met’s Trident and Area 
Crime Command, said: 
“This was a eomplex 
investigation, driven by a 



wealth of intelligenee 
soureed and seeured by 
Met Trident offieers. 

“It targeted organised 
eriminal gangs involved 
in the illegal supply of 
firearms and eontrolled 
drugs. 

“The weapons, ammuni¬ 
tion and drugs reeovered 
in this ease were destined 
for eriminal fraternities 
aeross London and Essex. 
I have no doubt that

removing them from eir- 
eulation has prevented 
death or serious injury. 

DI Meeehan said the 
“substantial” eustodial 
sentenee handed down to 
MeGlew should aet as a 
signifieant deterrent to 
those involved in gang- 
related erime. 

He added: “Trident offi¬ 
eers will eontinue to work 
tirelessly with our part¬ 
ners to disrupt and deteet 
sueh eriminality, helping 
prevent signifieant harm 
to the eommunities of 
London and the home 
eounties 



The whac-a-mole gang 


MEMBERS of Southend Coun¬ 
cil’s highways team have been 
buzzing around the borough this 
week fixing the unusual number 
of potholes that have appeared 
after the recent icy weather. 

The council set aside £100,000 

Reactive maintenance 
operatives Mark Dine and 
Clayton Anderson patch up a

for the work, with roads dam¬ 
aged following the snowfall and 
freezing conditions. 

Two dedicated ‘pothole patch¬ 
ing gangs’ are dealing with the 
potholes, patching repairs in 
high-use roads, as well as areas 
of damage elsewhere, reported 
by residents. 

A council spokesman said the 
team was operating on a ‘find 
and fix’ basis, meaning they will 


also repair potholes that can be 
fixed on the spot. 

The extra funding for the work 
is in addition to £102,000 ear¬ 
marked for road repairs in this 
year’s budget and £195,000 for 
pothole repairs over the next 
three years. 

The spokesman added that the 
council was hoping to clear as 
many potholes as possible this 
month.

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‘Schools expansion still 
won’t cover future needs’ 


“Beyond 2020 - with the projected need 
for 10,000 houses within the next 10 
-years - may require an additional school.. 



SPACE 10,000 new homes in Southend by 2010 will require far more secondary school 
places than the 13 new forms in place by then 


A NEW secondary school 
may still be required in 
Southend after 2020 - 
despite councillors being set 
to confirm the reversal of 
plans for a free school. 

Members of Southend 
Council’s cabinet were due 
to formally ditch plans to 
build a free school to meet 
the need for secondary 
school places in the borough 
at a meeting on Tuesday 

The council had identified 
a site adjacent to St Lau¬ 
rence Park, in central 
Southend, which it had 
envisaged to be a science, 
technology, engineering and 
mathematics (STEM) 
school. 

Councillor James Courte¬ 
nay said in December that 
the council no longer needed 
to pursue the free school 


route after eight secondary 
schools said they were will¬ 
ing to expand to create 13 
new forms of entry (FE) 
between them by 2020. 


But a report before Tues¬ 
day’s meeting said an extra 
school in the borough may 
still be needed beyond 
2020. 


The report said: “Officers 
are continuing to confirm 
the expansion plans with 
schools for 2019 and 2020. 

“Whilst this paper seeks 


cabinet approval to reverse 
the previous decision to pur¬ 
sue a free school option for 
this period, the demographic 
situation beyond 2020 - 
with the projected need for 
10,000 houses for Southend 
within the next ten years - 
may require an additional 
school as it is unlikely these 
numbers could be met by 
further expansion of existing 
schools.” 

Belfairs Academy, Shoe- 
buryness High and St 
Thomas More agreed to 
expand in 2018, while Chase 
High, Cecil Jones Academy, 
St Bernard’s High and The 
Eastwood Academy will 
meet the shortfall in 2019, 
and Chase High and 
Southchurch High will 
accommodate two further 
EEs in 2020.

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Shamed detective 
on forces blacklist 
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A FORMER Essex Police officer has been 
found guilty of gross misconduct after he 
arranged to meet an under-age boy who he 
had contacted on a mobile phone app. 

DC Jonathan Davies-Brewin resigned 
after he was caught out by a sting operation. 

He had contacted what he thought was a 
15-year-old boy on June 14 last year, using 
gay dating app Grindr. But the profile was 
actually run by an adult, posing as a teenag¬ 
er. 

After exchanging several messages, the 
pair agreed to meet in Braintree later that day. 
When he arrived, Davies-Brewin was arrest¬ 
ed. 

He was suspended from the force and, on 
December 12, pleaded guilty to attempting 
to meet a child under 16 for the purpose of 
sexual grooming. 

He resigned on January 18 and was sen¬ 
tenced, on January 31, to nine months' 


prison, suspended for two years. 

The detective constable had formerly 
worked for the Force Support Unit, which 
responds to incidents involving weapons 
and plans and deploys firearms operations. 

Despite having already resigned, a miscon¬ 
duct hearing was held on Monday, March 5, 
in Chelmsford. The panel was chaired by 
Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh, who 
said that had the DC not already left the 
forced, he would have been sacked. 

He said: “Jonathan Davies-Brewin's con¬ 
duct had the potential to undermine the faith 
of children and young people in police offi¬ 
cers and their intentions and I have no hesi¬ 
tation in handing down this sanction. 

“It was important this misconduct process 
took place. The outcome and sanction we 
have agreed on means he will be placed on 
the barred list and won't be able to work for 
another force anywhere in the country.”

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Lodge to make 
way for 16 flats 


PLANS have been approved to 
demolish buildings in 
Westcliff that used to house 
people suffering from mental 
health problems. 

Chalkwell Lodge in Gros- 
venor Road will be replaced by 
a three-storey building con¬ 
taining 16 flats. 

An application from the 
Sanctuary Group was waved 


through at a meeting of 
Southend Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee last 
Wednesday, March 7. 

Planning officer Kara Elliott 
recommended that the plans 
for the one and two-bedroom 
flats be approved, subject to a 
Section 106 agreement that a 
minimum of four ‘affordable’ 
homes were included. 


The deal also means that 
around £5,000 will be con¬ 
tributed to education provision 
at Chase High School. 

The lodge was used as a 24- 
hour supported housing 
scheme, with 28 bedrooms. 

All of its residents have been 
rehoused in a new building in 
Sutton Road.

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New bishop a ‘wise

A NEW bishop has been appoint¬ 
ed to lead the Church of England 
in mid and south Essex. 

The Venerable Dr John 
Perumbalath has been nominated 
by The Queen to become the sixth 
Bishop of Bradwell. 

The bishop’s area covers nine 
deaneries including Southend, 
Rochford, Basildon, Hadleigh, 
Thurrock, Brentwood and 
Chelmsford. 

Dr Perumbalath, who became 
the Archdeacon of Barking in 
2013, said he was “humbled and 
honoured” to have been invited to 
take up the position. 

He said: “I am passionate about 
the Christian faith that can trans¬ 
form individuals, communities 
and institutions, and about com¬ 
municating that faith through pas¬ 
toral care, teaching and commu¬ 
nity engagement. 

“It has been a great joy to share 
in the life of Barking Episcopal 
Area in the last five years and I 
look forward to the new opportu¬ 
nities and challenges that serving 
the church in the Bradwell 
Episcopal Area will bring. 

“I am aware of the social, eco¬ 
nomic and cultural challenges 
faced by the communities in the 
area. 

“I am committed to working 
with and serving the churches and 
communities in this part of 
Essex.” 

He replaces the late Bishop 
John Wraw who died in July.

Jail for drug dealer 


A DRUG dealer found with 
Class A drugs in Southend has 
been jailed for more than two 
and a half years. 

Ahmed Mohamed, 22, of 
Browning Street, Elephant and 
Castle, south east London, 
was sentenced at Basildon 
Crown Court last Wednesday. 

The court heard on 
December 9 2016, officers 
from Essex Police’s South 
Operation Raptor team were 
patrolling in Sutton Road, 
Southend. The teams, in the 
north, south and west of the 
county, tackle drug and gang- 
related crime. 

After noticing a smell of 
cannabis coming from a car, 
the officers stopped the vehi¬ 
cle and searched it. They 


found cannabis, which 
Mohamed said belonged to 
him, as well as crack cocaine. 

He had £635 cash and two 
mobile phones later found to 
contain evidence of Class A 
drug dealing. 

Mahamed Ali, 23, of Heaton 
Road, Peckham, south east 
London, who was also in the 
car, had £525 cash and his 
DNA was found on a wrap of 
Class A drugs found in the car. 

Mohamed was charged with 
two counts of being concerned 
in the supply of Class A drugs 
and possession of Class B 
drug cannabis, while Ali was 
charged with possessing crim¬ 
inal properly. 

The pair admitted the 
charges and were sentenced at

Basildon Crown Court on 
Wednesday, March 7. 

Mohamed was jailed for 32 
months and Ali was ordered to 
carry out 200 hours of unpaid 
work. 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said: “Time and again we see 
drug dealers from London 
who think they can come to 
our county to sell illegal sub¬ 
stances on our streets. 

“We will continue to hunt 
down those individuals who 
come to our county intent on 
committing drug-related 
crime.”

‘Stranded’ woman preyed on victims to steal cash 



A WOMAN has been jailed for 
more than a year for burgling 
two homes in Southend after 
pretending that her car had 
broken down. 

Nicola Collins, 25, of North 
Road, Westcliff, received 14 
months’ imprisonment for both 
burglaries, to run concurrently, 
at Basildon Crown Court last 
Wednesday. She admitted two 
counts of burglary at Southend 
Magistrates’ Court in January. 

At 4pm on January 8, Collins 
knocked at a door in 
Chelmsford Avenue, claiming 
her car had broken down and 
she had no phone signal. 


She asked to borrow the vic¬ 
tim’s phone and for a glass of 
water and, while the victim was 
distracted, took a two-figure 
sum of cash out of her purse 
and left. 

The next day, she knocked at 
an address in Boston Avenue at 
6.20pm and claimed her car 
had run out of petrol near 
Southend Airport with garages 
refusing to help her. 

Collins asked to use the vic¬ 
tim’s phone and pretended to 
have made a call to a relative. 
The victim made Collins, who 
pretended to cry, a hot drink 

Collins insisted on washing 


the cup up, put her coat on top 
of the victim’s bag, washed up 
and left with the handbag, 
which included cash, keys and 
personal documents. 

She was arrested at her home 
on January 11. 

PC Michael Brimfield, of 
Southend CID, said: “Collins 
put on an act and pretended to 
be stranded and in desperate 
need of help. She then preyed 
on her victim’s trust and good 
will for her own needs. Collins 
has shown no remorse for her 
actions and will now have 
time to think about them 
locked in a prison cell.”

Allard - road rocket of the 1950s

IN 1949 the world was dri¬ 
ving towards new horizons 
in performance and driving 
enjoyment fueled by a 
tremendous appetite for 
cars which were faster and 
more exciting than ever 
before. 

And it was not just in 
Great Britain that this need 
existed. 

Sports car impresario 
Sydney Allard soon saw the 
potential of the economi¬ 
cally more vibrant - but 
sports car-starved - US 
market and developed a 
special competition model 
to tap it. 

The result was the J2 
roadster which weighed in 
at just 18.5cwt. 

Under the bonnet could 
be a choice of engines. 

Cadillac, Buick and 
Oldsmobile V8s included in 
the mainstream choices for 
the transatlantic market 
and Ford and Mercury V8s 
for the UK. 

All of this provided a 


potent combination of a 
lightweight, hand-formed 
aluminium body fitted with 


coil spring front suspension 
de Dion type rear axle and 
ferocious power. 


The J2 proved a highly 
competitive international 
race car and was not a 


drive for the faint-hearted 
who chose the road car for 
their everyday wheels. 


The J2 was followed by 
the J2X in late 1951. 

The chassis remained 
unchanged from the previ¬ 
ous J2, and an attempt was 
made to improve handling. 

The J2X became the most 
coveted model of its ilk and 
was regarded as a hairy, 
exciting and never to be 
forgotten motorbike of a 
car. 

When you realise that this 
5.5-litre speedster could 
achieve 130mph with a 0- 
60mph sprint in the early 
1950s the truth dawns that 
this was a truly amazing 
vehicle. 

It was very much a car for 
the specialist and did not 
feature the creature com¬ 
forts of arch-rival Jaguar. 

Nor could it compare on 
price to the big car marque 
so not that many were 
made. The ones that sur¬ 
vive are icons of that gold¬ 
en age when top class 
British designers and car 
builders flexed their mus¬ 
cles to show that Britain 
ruled in sports car style.

frustration boils over 


West Ham United 0-3 Burnley 
Brian Jeeves reporting from the London Stadium 

WEST HAM United supporters displayed their anger towards 
■he club’s owners after another second-half capitulation saw them 
lose to Burnley on a dark day at the London Stadium. 

Looking to stop an alarming slump which had seen the 
Hammers thrashed on the road at Liverpool and Swansea City, 
boss David Moyes was faced with a defensive dilemma. 

Goalkeeper, Adrian, was the notable casualty with Joe Hart coi^ 
ing in to start a league game for the first time since late November. 

Burnley arrived in the capital looking for their first away league 
success in eight matches. The Clarets sat ten points above the East 
Londoners, in seventh place. 

Nevertheless, boss Sean Dyche was wary of the challenge his side 
faced, remarking; “It’s certainly not an easy task, we know that. 
They’re fighting for points.” 

Nevertheless, in a tense opening spell, it was West Ham who creat¬ 
ed the first clear-cut openings. Burnley stopper, Nick Pope, denied 
Marko Amautovic with his feet, while playmaker, Manuel Lanzini, 
fired over after finding some room 20-yards from goal. 

The home side continued to press. Joao Mario volleyed over fol¬ 
lowing Aaron Cresswell’s pinpoint flag-kick, then Michail ^ 
Antonio’s angled effort found 
Pope’s midriff.

Only an assis¬ 
tant’s flag denied the 
Lancashire side, a 
decision that appeared 
harsh on Dyche’s men. 

Burnley began to attack 

with more purpose. Barnes fired 
wide following a swift exchange 
with substitute, Chis Wood, and 
with 24 minutes remaining they 
opening the scoring. Wood picked 
out Barnes, who swept the ball high 
beyond Hart, sparking ugly scenes 
as disgmntled Hammers supporters 
invaded the pitch. 

Wood doubled Burnley’s lead 
following a flowing move involv¬ 
ing Johann Berg Gudmundsson, 
Barnes and Aaron Lennon. 

The atmosphere had turned 
volatile as West Ham fans congre¬ 
gated in front of the directors’ box 
to vent their anger. 

Wood made the most of a 
calamitous fumble from Hart, fir¬ 
ing home from close range after 
the keeper had spilt Berg 
Gudmundsson’s low strike. 

The final whistle sparked a cho¬ 


rus of booing from the West Ham 
faithful, their displeasure was 
clearly aimed at the board. 

Three pitch invasions, a clash 
between Mark Noble and a fan 
along with protests towards own¬ 
ers, Karren Brady, David Sullivan 
and David Gold, were the main 
line of questioning after the game. 

The club issued a statement say¬ 
ing: “West Ham United have 
immediately launched a full and 
thorough investigation into the 
incidents which marred the second 
half of today’s match and are com¬ 
mitted to taking decisive and 
appropriate action.” 

Moyes tried to keep the conversa¬ 
tion on the football. “I thought we 
did well first half - probably had 
two great chances to be in front. I 
think the first goal was always 
going to be crucial today,” he said. 


But predictably, the Hammers 
chief was quizzed about events 
other than the football. 

“Everybody knows that you don’t 
cross the line, you don’t come on 
the pitch - that’s the rules.” 

Moyes added; “We were one goal 
down, in with a real chance still. 
But whatever happened, we lose the 
second goal within a minute. So all 
I’d say is that we need to do better. 

“What we need the club to do 
now - the supporters, the players, 
everybody - is pull together. We’ve 
got eight games left and I think we 
are more than capable of doing it. 

“We’ve got to find winning 
ways, we need to do it quickly. We 
need to play better for longer peri¬ 
ods. We’re certainly going to have 
to defend better.”
